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“TOPAZE” AT THE 
GATE THEATRE. 
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Produced by Hilton Edwards. 


The progress of a schoolmaster from the 
powerlessness of poverty to the arrogance of 
wealth: as the effect of his ceasing to be 
honest is the theme of ‘‘ Topaze,’’ a delig).t- 
ful French comedy by Marcel Pagnol, which 
was staged for the first time in Ireland at the 
Gate Theatre last night. 

Topaze’is a schoolmaster whose kindly dis- 
position makes him the butt of his class, and 
whose honesty is-so.strict that he seems the 
very personification of rectitude. Because he 
is easy-going and impressionable he is asked 
by the ts cer Si daughter, Ernestine, to 
undertake her work; and because he will not 
falsify. the report of a particularly stupid 
pupil, who is the son of a Baroness, he is 
deprived of his livelihood. The Pension Muche 
is ran for its profits, not its scholasticism, 
and anything which would. reduce those could 
never be tolerated. 

Through the good offices of Suzy Courtois, 
the dismissed’ schoolmaster is brought into 
contact’ with the municipal councillor, 
Castel-Benec,, who makes the fullest use of his 
public position to provide a fortune fo- him 
self. Brarythine from the heating of the 
schools to the sweeping of the streets is used 
to provide its. proportion of his income, and 
when his ‘‘dummy’’ fails him Topaze falls 
into-the position.. So well does the ex-school- 
master understand his new sphere, after a 
short apprenticeship, that he ultimately sur- 
passes the master and dismisses him. 


THE TELLING OF THE 
| STORY. 


The story, however, is of less consequence 
than the manner of its telling, and it is in 
this. that M. Pagnol excels. He shows the 
harassed schoolmaster beset by both pupils 
and’ headmaster, with a raid from an angry 
parent to give the picture completeuess. 
Then the’ luxurious atmosphere of the 
Courtois ' flat, and the suave roguery of 
Castel-Benec. - For. the services which had 
cost hundreds of thousands of francs, Castel- 
Benec gave. Topaze just five thousand, and 
that really looked ‘like unimaginable wealth 
to the schoolmaster. 

Then to the office of “ Topaze, Agent.”’ 
from which the .‘‘dummy” contractor did 
the work of the corrupt public representa- 
tive. ‘The method was simple: Castel-Benec 
advocated some improvement and had it 
accepted, and through the ‘‘dummy”’ con- 
tractor he did :the work at his own price. 
For a time Topaze was horrified that such 
things could be, and he caused great amuse- 
ment by offering his hands for the manacles 
to the ‘policeman, who only wanted to sell 
two tickets for the police sports. Then his 
innocence when the blackmailing newspaper 
tried its own game had better be seen. But 
it was the manner in which Castel-Benec 
dealt with this that gave Topaze his clue to 
power. The whole thing is a comedy gem: 
witty, satirical, moral, and completely 
amusing; as few of the comedies of the 
moment really are. It must be seen.

SIR,—Í hold stock in the Great Southern 
Railways Company for which I originally paid 
some thousands of pounds, and, therefore, | 
presume | may fairly claim to be a large 
shareholder. Whether this claim is or is not 
admitted, however, does not in any degree 
modify my active concern in the present 


condition of that company. I have read, in 
the Dublin and Cork Press, reports of a 
meeting of shareholders held recently in 
Cork, and of the formation of a Shareholders’ 
Protection Association. With the declared 
and practical object of that: meeting Í am in 
full -sympathy—it was apparently to secure 
pledges from Dail candidates to support the 
railways company in its demands for liberty 
to compete with its road rivals on level 
terms. 

With the resol=“.ons passed at the meeting 
I am entirely at veviance. To my mind they 
were calculated (unintentionally, I am sure) 
to injure rather than help the railways 
There is already in Dublin a Railway Share 
holders’ Protection Association, recently 
formed. Though I am not a member of it, | 
feel bound to say its policy, as publicly 
defined, appears to. me to be wise and prac 
tical. Why the Cork shareholders found il 
necessary to resolve to start a rival protec- 
tion association for themselves I do not know. 
To read the speeches delivered at Cork, one 
would think that the railways existed for 
that city and county chiefly, and, thereafter, 
to a lesser extent, for the rest of Munster 
only. One gentleman seemed to think that 
the railways are merely an adjunct to the 
live-stock trade. The reported observations 
of Mr. O’Connor (Kanturk) and of Dr. Foley 
seemed to be the only speeches addressed to 
the real issue, which lies between the rail. 
ways and their unfairly favoured foad fivals. 
That vital issue is merely cnt across and 
obscured by attacks on railway directors and 
officials, the only effect of which, if generally 
folfowed, must be to create discord in railway 
ranks and present a divided front to the 
powerful road enemy. 

What other effect can follow from 
resolution, reported to be passed unanimously 
at Cork, declaring it to be not desirable to 
give proxies to the directors? This must 
mean either two things: (1) that proxies are 
to be given to some other person or persons, 
ur (2) that no proxies should be given at al) 
to anybody. Before examining these alterna- 
tives, may it be asked how do Dr. Foley. 
and others who seemed to agree with } mm, 
reconcile that resolution with his own re 
marks, reported as follows:—*‘ The railway 
shareholders’ job should be to help the 
directors. After all, they were very large 
shareholders, and must have their own selfish 
interests at heart. He really believed that 
they were alive to their own interest.”’ 

Now as to the aiternatives. What person 
or persons are beiter fitted than the directors 
to receive proxies’ May one assume that the 
people who passed the resolution thought 
some or any of themselves would be more 
desirable recipients, and, if so, would they 
offer a deeply concerned shareho'der, like 
myself, some convincing reason for their 
opinion? Upto the present, and at the 
moment, I have seen, and I see, no good 
reason for withdrawing my support from the 
directors. Rhetorical assertions that the 
directors “are obsolete’* cut no ice. —Pre- 
judiced protests against ex-Army men merely 
belittle the speakers who voice them. The 
board should be judged by ‘their work, and, 
to my mind, that judgment must inevitably 
sustain them. My preference for the present 
board of directors is based on their pub- 
lished summary of the ‘financial results of 
their work for 1951, and on the fact that, 
despite the abnormal reduction in the railway 
revenue, there is a very substantial net profit 
available for dividends. This result can be 
traced to one cause only, and that is success 
in making expenditure decline step by step 
ut the same rate as falling receipts. This 
success 18, obviously, not the work of a day 
or a month—it must have been a constant 
and persistent task throughout the past year, 
and to my mind there could be no more 
eloquent tribute to the business ability and 
devoted energy and watchfulness of the board.

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It alone convinces me that it would be suicidal | 
for shareholders to be misled by rhetoric or | 


claptrap into withholding their support from 
the board at t is probably the most fate- 
ful moment’ in Ge history of the Irish Free 
State railways. -I shall not only give the 
board my proxy, but I shall do so gladly and 
gatefully. 

The second alternative is even more foolish 
than the first. If it were adopted, no proxies 
would be given at. all, and the fate of the 
railways would depend solely on the votes of 
those shareholders present at the 
annual meeting. I can only describe this sug- 
gestion as impudent and stupid... I have in 
the past attended many annual general meet- 
ings, and 1 cannot recall a single one of those

assemblies which was not largely occupied by 
men who obviously were merely availing 
themselves of the opportunity afforded to 
them of performing in the limelight, and 
many of whom I knew to be possessed of 
trifling holdings in railway stock. 

If the second alternative were to be adopted 
it would mean that shareholders—large and 
small—unable to attend the coming annual 
general meeting should issue no proxies, and 
thereby permit their property to be adminis- 
tered by the majority vote of those proprie- 
tors in attendance at the meeting, to the 
disfranchisement of the vast majority of the 
shareholders. Their cool assumption of 
superior business acumen is ridiculous. 
Amongst their latest definite declarations is 
one that there should be a live-stock trader 
on the board—I wonder why? He would, 
presumably, ‘know. all about the . cost 
and export of cattle. He might be relied 
on to reduce the cost of | cattle transport 
port on rail; but how could he serve impar- 
tially both the cattle trade and the railways? 
If it would be good for the railways to 
have a large customer on its board, why not 
extend the idea and co-opt ‘other railway 
customers from large concerns—coal mer- 
chants, brewers, butter, egg and fowl mer- 
chants’ They would assuredly keep’ the 
rates down—and the railways, too. Pursue 
this brilliant idea further, and you will find 
emerging from your pursuit. the parallel pro- 
posal that big sandioues companies would 
prosper exceedingly if they were only to 
co-opt on their boards their large customers: 
that publicams and porter consumers should 
be put on the. brewery boards, and that big 
solicitors, like those who dogmatised on rail- 
way administration at Cork, should ‘invite 
some of their biggest clients into.council to 
show them how to run their business. 

If the customers have a title to representa- 
tion on the directorate, do not let us forget 
the even more insistent demands of the 
employés to their place also. If the users 
of the railway muintain it, the workers run 
it. Why not make it a fifty-fifty deal? The 
shareholders should have no voice: their 
money only made the railways. ~— Besides. 
that was a long time ago. Assuming that 
ultimately the perfect board were elected. 
comprising all the talents, and coming from 
all the provinces and all the ports; what 
would be the song of the severely practical 
people who. desire the railways. to be 
governed by a single dictator (not selected 
hy the company’s proprietors—that would he 
fatal), or by a triumvirate representing the 
State, the trades (live-stock pre-eminent) and 
labour, but not the shareholders? 

At the beginning and throughout the year 
1951 the prospects of the Great Southern 
Railways were indeed dismal! in the extreme. 
Week after week came the depressing. story 
of revenue falling by; thousands of pounds 
Preference dividends were in the first half of 
the year left unpaid for the first time 
Recovery seemed hopeless in face of rapidly 
growing road competition and falling revenue 
No dividends were expected. In face of all 
these harassing handicans withheld Prefer- 
ence dividend is now payable, and even the 
Ordinary shareholders are not oveér'ooked. 
On the roads the railway company’s pas- 
senger interests are well established, and able 
to more than hold their own. The directors. 
who effected these results, deserve confidence 
and support. They deserve gratitude as well 
They have mine, and they shall. certainly 
have my proxy.—Yours, etc..

ONSIDERABLE comment upon the im- 
( provements which have been carried 


out in Dublin was made last Saturday 
by the Irish exiles who arrived from England 
in order to watch the Rugby international at 
Lansdowne road. It is of interest to note 
that the Liffey, so seldom seen by those who 
have no business to take them along its 
quays, also makes rapid strides every year, 


so fav as constructional work for the berthing, 
l:ading and discharging of its shipping 1s 
concerned 

An excellent new wharf at Alexandra Basin, 
fitted with an up-to-date apparatus for pump- 
ing grain cargoes out of vessels berthed 
alongside, is in the last stages of completion. 
Oil tankers now can be discharged as quickly 
as at any other port in the United Sea. 
Cranes of a most modern type recently in- 
stalled, can adjust themselves over the yawn- 
ing hatchways with an ingenuity that seems 
uncanny; and the smooth pavement and 
bright illumination give the North Wall an 
air of active trade and prosperity. 


ADVANCE OF THE TIMES. - 

On the south side, the qnayside critics— 
men whose seafaring days belong to the past, 
yet who would not allow a day to go by with 
out viewing the shipping—have been robbed, 
within the past six months, of the peace- 
fulness of their favourite haont. It is called 
Britain's Quay, and is situated at the 
entrance to the Grand Canal Docks. Before 
the Irish Shipping Company obtained the use 
of this wharf, the moss growing between the 
cobblestones, and the fishermen’s nets, some 
times spread out to dry, gave to it quite 
an old-fashioned appearance. 

Here the critics foregathered and discussed 
nautical subjects’ which, to a great extent, 
would be unintellizible to the modern sailor. 
Now, alas! their clear view of the river 1s 
usually interrupted by the hull of some ship 
alongside. The old world atmosphere 1s 
gone: for the nets must be hung elsewhere, 
and the hob-nailed boots of the stevedores 
have removed all trace of the moss. 


WICKLOW HEAD IN COLLISION. 


The Wicklow Head, of Belfast, a regular 
trader between Dublin and Continental! ports, 
arrived in her home port after having been 
in collision with an American steamer near 
Bremen. Her stem is turned completely 
round—so that it is looking aft—by the con- 
cussion, and her starboard bow-plate is badly 
holed. Fortunately, nobody was injured. 
The man on the look-out jumped from the 
forecastlé head in the nick of time, and the 
vessel was able to limp home under her own 
steam. The accomodation for the crew, 


which happens to be situated underneath the 
forecastle head, became quite uninhabitable, 
in spite of a témporary patch on the bow- 
plate, as soon as the vessel dipped her nose 
into.a head sea. The only other available 
housing space was icn the bunker, and here 
the crew took up temporary residence. The 
mate got rather a shock next morning when, 
on turning the hands out for work, he dis- 
covered that, to all appearances, he had a 
crowd of niggers on board.

Glasgow. She was formerly named the City of 
Munich, the title bemg then changed to 
Hungarian, before she was taken over bv the 
Head Line in 1919.

LIFFEY INVASION. 

The Guipuzcoa, of Bilbao, 2.064 tons 
register, the first deep-water ship which has 
visited us for several days, awoke the Liffey 
out of its slumbering activity with a raucous 
blast from her siren. She came from Afax 
with a cargo of phosphate. Her passage was 
uneventful, and our Correspondent did not 
linger on board. Incidentally, he got rather 
mixed between the name of Captain Chira- 

osa and that of the ship, Guipuzeoa.

When a second consignment of phosphate 
arrived from Bona in the Holmside, of New- 
castle, 2,038 tons register, an optimist re- 
marked, in spite of the snow then falling, 
that. such cargoes heralded the approach of 
spring. The statement, however, seemed to 
afford little consolation to the arm-flapping 
stevedores. The little Theano, of Rotterdam, 
568 tons register, was the only foreign 
arrival in the high easterly gale which pre- 
vailed last Thursday. Unfortunately, she 
had but a small consignment of cargo, and, 
later in the dav, pluckily headed for the open 
sea, in the teeth of the wind and flying snow, 
bound for Fowey and Continental! ports,

The vote in the 
Senate, which M. Laval had made one of 
confidence, was taken on a question, not 
of substance, but of procedure, not after 
a debate, but before it. The Prime 
Minister wanted to postpone the discus- 
sion of electoral reform; his Radical 
opponent, M. fPeyronnet, insisted on 
moving at once an interpellation which 
M. Laval could not accept: The Senate 
supported the interpellator by a majority 
of twenty-three votes in a House of 291, 
and M. Laval and his colleagues 
immediately went to the Elysée to place 
their resignations in the hands of Presi- 
dent Doumer. 

The issue behind the question of pro- 
cedure was electoral reform, but that issue 
itself, in spite of the association of con- 
stitutional evolution which is attached 
to the title in this country, was one of 
electoral tactics. Our Paris Correspondent, 
indeed, goes so far as to call this par- 
ticular bill, severely but not unfairly, a 
piece of the most cynical jerrymandering. 
The Electoral Reform Bill, in fact, had 
its immediate and obvious origin in an 
understanding which had been reached 
between the Socialist-Radicals and the 
Socialists, and which gave them consider- 
able promise of victory in the forthcoming 
general election. 


SENATE AND M. TARDIEU. 

‘A contributory cause of the crisis, adds 
The Times, has been the latent hostility 
of the Senate to M. Tardiew and the 
friends of M. Tardieu, and an incidental 
consequence must be the return of that 
Minister from Geneva, where he has been 
representing France at the Disarmament 
Conference. The Opposition in France 
appear to cherish the hope of a dissolu- 
tion, though dissolution of Parliament 
before the appointed date is against 
French constitutional tradition. They are 
confident that, if the elections should be 
held at once, and under the prevailing 
system of two ballots, they would obtain 
a majority. 

On the other hand, the followers of the 
present Ministry will probablv do every- 
thing in their power to have the elections 
held at the latest possible date. The ex- 
pected swing to Hitlerism in Germany 
would, they believe, encourage a counter- 
vailing movement to the Right in France,

A number of troop movements is going 
on in North China. It is understood that 
the Government recently ordered the 
Northern commanders to be prepared for 
all eventualities. Chinese circles in Peking 
assert that the Japanese intend to send a 
strong force for the purpose of invading. 
Shantung Province.
